The Egyptian delegation is 
already doing research on the 
Panama canal and the treaties 
governing its use. 

If, on the other hand, the 
issue was raised by Egypt, the 
Western powers could reply 
that Egypt was already inter- 
fering with free use of the 
canal by prohibiting the pas- 
sage of Israeli ships. 

Egypt contends that, since 
Egypt and Israel have not 
signed a peace treaty ending 
the Palestine war of 1948, 
Egypt has a right to protect its 
security this means. 

Resolution Spurned. 

In 1951 the Security Council 
called on Egypt to remove these 
restrictions, but Egypt refused. 
A resolution renewing this re- 
quest was vetoed by the Soviet 
Union in 1953. Presumably this 
would be the fate of any reso- 
lution to which Egypt objected. 

In 1954 Egypt began to al- 
low goods consigned to or from 
Israel to pass through the canal, 
provided they were not carried 
in Israeli ships. A few weeks 
ago, however, Egypt halted a 
Greek freighter that was carry- 
ing cement from Haifa to the 
Israeli port of Elath. According 
to Israeli sources, it is still held, 
although Egypt asserts this is 
merely for technical reasons.

‘At Mercy of One Man.’ 

Terming the Middle East oil

| western Europe, the Prime Min- 


ister warned: 
Nasser’s action 
were to succeed, each one of 
us would be at the mercy of one 
man for the supplies upon which 
we live. We could never accept 
that. With dictators you always 
have to pay a higher price later 
_on—for their appetite grows 
with feeding.” 

Describing the Suez as the 
“greatest international water- 
way in the world,” Eden said: 


“Through it travels today 
about half the oil, without 
which the industry of this coun- 
try, of western Europe, of 
Scandinavia and many other 
countries could not be kept 
going. This is a matter of life 
and death for us all.” 

He accused Nasser of break- 
ing promises and asserted the 
nationalization of the Suez 
Canal Co. was carried out 
“without consultation and with- 
out consent.” 

“By Egyptian law the com- 
pany’s employes, French and 
British, are ordered to stay at 
work under threat of imprison- 
ment,” Eden said. “The pattern 
is familiar to many of us... . 
We all know it is how Fascist 
governments behave and we all 
remember only too well what 
the cost can be in giving in to 
Fascism.” 

The Prime Minister said the 
canal must be run in the inter- 
ests of all countries and “in our 
view this can only be secured 
by an international body.” That 
was the purpose, he added, in 
calling the London conference. 

“I am confident that the con- 


week has proceeded as if the 
U.N. did not exist,” said the 
News Chronicle. “Here we be- 
lieve the British Government 
has been tragically and perhaps 
fatally wrong.” 

Egyptian Statement. 


The Egyptian embassy 
Paris issued a statement assert- 
ing that Nasser’s government 
would not revoke its nation- 
alization of the canal. The 
statement said the British and 
French military preparations 
were evidence that “colonialist 
impotence does not hesitate to 
increase tensions in pursuing its 
imperialist aims.” 


The embassy also said Egypt 
would improve the canal so 
that a tanker of any tonnage 
could use it. It added that 
Arabic and French would be 
the two official languages of 
the nationalized canal authority 
to make things easier for em- 
ployes and users of the canal. 

Bahrein Warning. 

In Damascus, Syria, a Bahrein 
nationalist leader said the 
Bahrein people would “destroy 
British oil installations and 
slaughter every Briton in the 
protectorate” if the British take 
drastic measures against 
Egypt's nationalization of the 
canal.

Stoppage of oil supplies to 
western Eufope would, it is-be- 
lieved, bring no immediate 
crisis since oil resources are 
available to make up the de- 
ficiency for the short run.

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Two Good Statements 


Each of the two leading political figures of 
the day—President Eisenhower and former Gov. 
Stevenson—has made an important public state- 
ment on which he can be commended whole- 
heartedly. We refer to the President's latest 
comment concerning his health and to Mr. Ste- 
venson's clear-cut declaration with respect to 
civil rights. 

President Eisenhower told his 
press conference: 


At an appropriate time, later this year, 
but certainly before the election, I will have 
another complete examination, to determine 
that there has been no change in my situa- 
tion (health). 

If at any time I have any reason to be- 
lieve that I am not fit, as I believe myself 
to be now, I will come before the American 
public and tell them. 


This is a reassuring pledge and we believe 
that the President can be credited with full 
sincerity in making it. No one who has been 
through what Dwight D. Eisenhower has been 
through in war and peace could want the mo- 
mentous decisions of the country to be in the 
hands of a man seriously reduced in ability and 
capacity by long-continuing illness. We think 
Mr. Eisenhower means what he says and indeed 
that he is probably reviewing the matter in his 
own mind every day. 

One danger is that all the results of the most 
thorough checkup may not be reported to the 
President or to the public. This is suggested 
by the fact that he had an extensive examina- 
tion only a few weeks before his ileitis attack. 
If the examination showed the chronic ileitis 
condition, it was not announced to the country. 
On the contrary, the President was reported in 
good shape after his slow recovery from the 
coronary thrombosis last September. 

But be that as it may, the President has de- 
clared himself flatly, and the disposition of the 
great majority of people, so we believe, will be 
to take him at his word. They also will welcome 
the indications that he is steadily improving. 
Meantime many doubtless will wonder if it is 
not possible in all Washington to find a more 
suitable place for Mr. Eisenhower's press con- 
ference than the windowless, non-air-conditioned 
room in which he continues to receive the cor- 
respondents. ; - 

The words on civil rights of the former Gov- 
ernor of Illinois that stand particularly to his 
credit just now are these: 


I have a very strong feeling that the 
(Democratic) platform should express un- 
equivocal approval of the court's decision, 
although it seems odd:that you have to 
express your approval of the Constitution 
and its institutions. 


There is political risk in this statement, and 
Adlai E. Stevenson, of course, knows it. In 1952 
he took a strong, unequivocal stand against giv- 
ing the offshore oil of all the people to some 
four states and it cost him Texas and perhaps 
other states in the election. 

But former Gov. Stevenson also knows that 
it would be the course of political expediency 
to keep still on the civil rights issue merely in 
the hope of not alienating any delegates. He 
was not guided by expediency in 1952. It would 
be out of character for him to be so guided now. 

Clearly the Stevenson stand on desegregation 
in public education is the sound one and we 
suspect that countless Southerners recognize it 
as such—privately. This stand is that racial 
segregation in tax-supported schools cannot be 
sustained under the Constitution, and that the 
application of the historic Supreme Court deci- 
sion should be reasonable, progressive and in 
good faith, without force. 

What Adlai Stevenson said on civil rights, 
like what Dwight Eisenhower said about his own 
health, clears the air. We believe the independ- 
ent voters will applaud both declarations. 
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Through the Back Door 


The public may have only a kind of rear- 
door view of the federal grand jury investiga- 
tion of Frank (Buster) Wortman in East St. 
Louis, but it is an interesting view. 

Wortman used the rear door of the Federal 
building as an exit after a morning session in 
which the jury did not get around to him per- 
sonally. The door was closed later, so he had 
to depart through the main portals, wearing a 
handkerchief over his nose—a striking pose. 

Inside the jury room his associate, Edward J. 
O'Hare, was claiming that he owned 95 per cent 
of the stock in the Terrace Lounge, but he 
refused to produce any records to prove it. 
Federal authorities ordered O'Hare to produce 
or else, no doubt wondering when Buster Wort- 
man was content to own merely 5 per cent of 
anything. 

Now the next act may be a pair of one-night 
stands by Wortman and Orville E. Hodge, ex- 
Illinois State Auditor. The gang leader has been 
subpenaed to appear in Springfield at the San- 
gamon county grand jury's inquiry into Hodge's 
heavy manipulations with state funds. In return, 
Hodge may have to testify in East St. Louis on 
the Wortman operations. : 

What the investigators want to know is the 
relation between gangster and ousted official, 
between campaign funds and state funds, and 
so on.

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Let the Reporters in Red China 


The State Department's stiff-necked refusal 
to allow 15 American newsmen to accept Red 
China’s invitation to visit the mainland is close 
to the absurd. 

First it was announced at a press conference 
that the department is simply holding to its 
policy of “denying validation of passports for 
travel in Red China.” Then a formal statement 
was issued saying no Americans could travel on 
the Chinese mainland as long as Red China 
holds Americans “as political hostages.” Red 
China certainly stands indicted for violating 
international law and the laws of humanity by 
holding these hostages but State Department 
refusal to let American reporters visit China 
is not going to bring about their release. 

What the State Department is really doing 
is setting itself up indirectly as a censor of 
news and making a mockery of its Voice of 
America which regularly proclaims the principle 
of freedom of the press. It is saying that the 
department lacks faith in the American system 
of free reporting. It is setting a high mark in

The State Department should reverse itself and 
allow the people to know a little more about 
what goes on behind the Bamboo Curtain. 
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The Mayor-Council Plan Retained 
St. Louis's Freeholders have decided to keep 
the Mayor-Council form of municipal government 
in the proposed new City Charter. This is their 
first major decision, and it will now become a 
key to much else that they do. Indeed this deci- 
sion creates the essential framework on which 
the Freeholders will build the full Charter. 

Doubtless many citizens will wish that more 
consideration might have been given to the City 
Manager plan which has now been ruled out, 
as have other forms of municipal administra- 
tion. An impressive case was made for the City 
Manager plan by its advocates; and the Chairman 
of the Board, George L. Stemmler, favored it 
over the other plans. 

The Freeholders generally, however, took the 
view of Mayor Tucker who strongly supported 
the present Mayor-Council form. Mayor Tucker 
reviewed the record of St. Louis under the 
existing plan and asked in effect: Why change 
a frame that has worked on the whole so well 
and with which .St. Louisans are so familiar? 

The answer is a simple one. The Mayor-Coun- 
cil plan works very well when the chief official 
of the city is a Raymond R. Tucker or an Aloys 
P. Kaufmann. When he is a Victor E. Miller the 
Mayor-Council plan writes another kind of rec- 
ord entirely. 

The fact that St. Louis currently has an able, 
informed and persuasive Mayor, with the quali- 
ties of progressive leadership, argued strongly 
in favor of keeping the Mayor-Council form. 
Were the community now about three-fourthé 
through Victor Miller's tenure at the City Hall, 


the Freeholders might have welcomed the City 
Manager plan. 


Thus the Freeholders’ decision is not an ad- 
verse judgment on the City Manager plan. Those 
communities in the St. Louis area which are 
planning new city charters will make no mistake 
if they investigate the record of the City Mana- 
ger plan in University City, Ferguson, Webster 
Groves and Wood River. More than a thousand 
cities in the United States now use the Manager 
system. Relatively few have dropped it after 
a fair trial. 

As for St. Louis the decision has been made. 
It is for continuing the Mayor-Council system. 
This means that the Freeholders doubtless will 
see what they can do to strengthen the Mayor's 
office so that it will enjoy influence commen- 
surate with its responsibilities. This possibly may 
be achieved by changes in the Board of Alder- 
men to make it more responsive to public needs 
and public opinion. 

Should not the size of the Board of Aldermen 
be reduced substantially from 28 members to 
perhaps a dozen or less? 

Should not some of its members be elected by 
districts and others by the city at large, as the 
Board President is now elected? 

These are questions to which the Free- 
holders—and the community of which they are 
a part—will now give attention. 
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How ‘Small’ Is Suez? 


It is truly unfortunate that Secretary of De- 
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fense Wilson feels called on to make so many 
statements before thinking about what he is 
going to say. His latest verbal blunder is to 
describe the Suez canal crisis as “a relatively 
small thing.” True enough he related its “small- 
ness” to “the United States military program.” 
But the effect is to suggest a conflict in appraisal 
between Secretary Wilson on the one hand and 
President Eisenhower, Secretary of State Dulles 
and Prime Minister Eden on the other. 

President Eisenhower regards the Suez crisis 
as potentially so serious that he told the press 
that he would not rule out the possible use 
of force. Secretary Dulles devoted a report 
to the nation on the danger-fraught situation. 
Prime Minister Eden made his strongest state- 
ment thus far to the British people on this very 
crisis. In less than a week some 20 nations 
are to send high-level representatives to London 
to try to work out a peaceful solution. 

Yet Charles E. Wilson dismisses the cause of 
it all as “a relatively small thing”! Surely the 


Defense Secretary can trim his blooper budget 
some at least. 
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The Government is right to be pre- 
pared for military action at Suez. If 
Col. Nasser were to close the canal— 
but only in that event—British troops 
should move in. 

At present there is no possible war- 
rant for using force. Col. Nasser has 
not broken the 1888 convention nor do 
any of the later undertakings appear to 
have been breached. The 1888 conven- 
tion provided for free passage of inter- 
national shipping but said nothing about 
the ownership of the canal. 


It is hard, then, to see how Col. Nas- 
ser can be said to have acted against 
international law. What Col. Nasser has 
done may be awkward, commercially 
damaging to the West, and perhaps 
even part of a plan for creating a new 
Arab empire based on the Nile. But it 
is not ground for armed action—unless 
he closes the canal, or seizes the British 
maintenance bases there, or turns 
against his neighbors. 


The Times argued yesterday that “it 
would have been better to have had a 
foot in the door first’—which is a po- 
lite way of saying that our troops ought 
to be at Suez now—and that “quibbling” 
about legal issues was unimportant. 

Such advice, if adopted, would de- 
stroy whatever claim Britain has to be 
an upholder of international law and 
morality. It would destroy the United 
Nations in a day, and it would land 
Britain in an appalling embroilment 
with at least three fifths of the world 
ranged against her. 


Why are Western governments so ter- 
rified of other people's nationalization 
schemes? Our own experience of na- 
tionalization has not been ‘particularly 
happy, but the British Government did 
not allow the fact that foreign nationals 
held shares in British mining compa- 
nies and British railways to inhibit its 
nationalization of coal and railway 
transport. 

Nationalization is surely a domestic 
matter: it may be wise or it may be un- 
wise, but the decision for or against 
it is the incontestable right of a sover- 
eign state. Questions of compensation, 
of the fair value of expropriated indus- 
tries which have been created by for- 
eign capital and enterprise, are import- 
ant, but they are essentially matters 
to be settled by the cool judgment of 
the law. . 

Nationalized or not, it is in Egypt's 
interest that the Suez Canal should con- 
tinue to be used by the world’s ships; 
nationalized or not, it is in the interests 
of every oil-bearing country that its oil 
should continue to be sold, . 
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Political Harvest in Kansas 

The Republican Old Guard of Kansas has 
thrashed young Gov. Fred Hall in the primary 
as neatly as a combine thrashes prairie wheat. 
State Representative Warren W. Shaw at last 
report was leading Gov. Hall for the guberna- 
torial nomination by some 154,000 votes to 
121,000. 

This is only the second time that a G.OP. 
governor of the Sunflower state has been de- 
nied renomination in a direct primary. It culmi- 
nates a bitter factional fight that surprised even 
a predominantly one-party state. 

Gov. Hall had broken with the old-line party 
leaders over personalities, appointments and 
issues. He promised to clean up Topeka after 
disclosure of the influence case against C. Wes- 
ley Roberts, former G.O.P. National Chairman. 
Warren Shaw was an attorney for Roberts. 

Later Gov. Hall incurred the wrath of busi- 
ness groups and the Farm Bureau by vetoing 
a “right-to-work” bill aimed at the union shop. 
This led to an unprecedented effort by the 
Governor to swing labor support into a G.O.P. 
primary. Obviously the attempt failed. Union 
members, many of them Democrats, did not 
change party affiliations or apparently go to the 
polls in sufficient numbers to rescue the Gov- 
ernor. He lost in the cities where his support 
should have been strongest. 

Recently The Kansas City Star stated that 
“the Kansas election is almost wholly a pro- 
Hall and anti-Hall sentiment, without great 
affirmative support for Shaw.” That being so, 
many Democrats concluded that Republican fac- 
tionalism offered them one of their infrequent 
opportunities to capture the’ state house in No- 
vember.

If they now reaffirm the freedom of 
all shipping they can make no exception 
af ships for Israel. The blow to Col. 
Nasser would be severe. He would have 
got his canal, but at the expense of his 
blockade, and thus of leading the cru- 
sade against Israel. 
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The important point was put in 
Thursday night’s communique: it is 
that we must “assure the continuity of 
operation of the canal as guaranteed 
by the convention of Oct. 29, 1888, con- 
sistently with legitimate Egyptian in- 
terests.” 

The British and French will only 
confuse the chief issue if they mix it 
up with questions of nationalization, ex- 
propriation, and compensation.

The action was announced at 
the close of a joint session of 
the presidents and faculty ath- 
letic representatives of the nine 
member schools. Chairman Rob- 
ert G. Sproul of the Presidents’ 
Council said conference solidar- 
ity was “stronger as a result of 
today's action.’ 

Five schools—Oregon, Oregon 
State, Washington State, Stan- 
ford and Idaho—were given 
clean bills of health. For two 
days prior to the joint session 
the faculty men—who run the 
conference—had examined self- 


confessions prepared by the 
nine members. 
Earlier in the year, when 


placed on probation by the con- 
ference for illegal financial aid 
to atheletes, U.C.L.A. had de- 
clared its entire football team 
ineligible. Southern California | 
did the same for 42 gridders 
and two trackmen. 

The conference then ruled 
this action too harsh and modi- 
fied it to one year of lost eligi- | 
bility for each player. 

Yesterday's action restored 
gibility for five 
games. Sproul said he assumed 
the coaches would select the 
games in which the forgiven | 
seniors would play. The two | 
Southern California trackmen 
will be allowed to take part in 
half the scheduled meets. | 

Dr. Glenn Seaborg, spokes- 
man for the faculty group, said 
Washington had provided the 
names of four football players 
still in school who had received 
illegal financial aid. The school 
deciared the quartet perma- 
nently ineligible but the confer- 
ence eased the penalty to one 
year. 

Washington is on probation 
for two years in all sports and | 
U.C.L.A. for three. The two 
were told that if they could pro- 
vide evidence by Sept. 20 that 
five or fewer players in each of 
the non-football sports were in- 
volved in illegal payoffs the 
bar would be lifted in every- 
thing but football. 

Southern California also is on 
probation for two years, but | 
only in football.

T begins to look as though the biggest crop raised 
J ens year in some of our Ozark counties is candi- 
dates for office in the primary. The shouting is 
over now and the smoke has cleared away, but hardly 
a day went by that 


did not see a half- 
dozen campaign 
cards added to the 
pile already left at 
our door by these 
eager aspirants. Nor 
could we go to town 
without being col- 
lared to listen to a 
bit of electioneering, 
regardiess of which 
side of the street we 
' walked on. Come to 
think of it, I believe 
we met more candi- 


dy 


SN 
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dates on the shady 
side. 

All this is quite 
different from poli- 
tics in the city, 
where many a voter 
goes to the polis 
year after year with- 
out ever meeting the candidates he votes for to carry 
on the affairs of his local government. He feelg 
better acquainted, in fact, with the men running for 
high national office whose antics he can watch on 
television and who apparently feel the voters will be 
swayed not by issues of the day but by the number 
of advertising agencies involved in the campaign and 
the pulchritude of the Hollywood actresses the candi- 
date can muster on the eve of election. 

* x * 

HERE IN THE COUNTRY we get to know the folks 
who solicit our votes. Often as not we've traded 
work with them in the haying season or had them 
over to help vaccinate our calves. The difficult 
thing about such a situation is, of course, that so 
many of the candidates are friends and neighbors, 
regardless of the banner under which their names 
appear on the ballot. Since no grave issues of 
atomic explosions, foreign policy or even solutions 
for the farm problems are involved in these contests, 
it isn't always easy to decide which of two good men 
should get the vote. There are such matters as 
schools, roads and the like, although these depend 
finally on our ability to pay taxes. The chief thing 
is, we go to the polls and have our “say so” in the 
primary; and thank goodness for the secret ballot 
which we'll continue to believe exists until we begin 
getting black looks from the ones we couldn't vote for. 

A significant thing about the number of candi- 
dates is that it seems an accurate gauge of conditions 
in our community of average-sized family farms, and 
I suspect this is something we could find duplicated 
this year in agriculturai counties all across the 
United States. In normal times, according to our 
recollection, we see normal numbers of candidates 
filing for office.’ When farm prices have gone 
through the cellar floor and times are hard, as they 


- are today for the operators of most family-sized 


farms, the agricultural authorities advise farmers to 
get jobs in town. Who knows but what the pay check 
may save the farm? 

x * 


IT WOULD BE PRETTY HARD to say whether 


. this business of knowing the people you vote for 


actually results in better local government and I sus- 
pect that “courthouse rings” are as prevalent in 
agricultural areas as in cities. I'd hesitate to say, 
_moreover, that farmers are better informed than city 
voters on the big issues which are important in na- 
tional elections, even though the same sources of in- 
formation are open to us. Sometimes it seems to 
me that those of us who live on the land are so pre- 
occupied in gazing down our own plow furrows that 
our outlook in world affairs is, to put it mildly, 
provincial. Traveling at two or three miles an hour 
on our tractors, it is hard for us to realize how planes 
traveling at 1900 miles an hour have annihilated 
space and wiped out old boundary lines. Concerned 
with the slow gestation periods of animals, which even 
the scientific wizards haven't been able to speed up, 
and with the growing seasons of plants, we have diffi- 
culty in grasping the implications of atomic fission. 
Selling in markets which we cannot contro] and buy- 
ing in markets that are tightly controlled, we often 
feel that the hands of both entrepreneur and worker 
are set against us. Farms are no longer isolated, 
yet the thought habits of an older day still have 
their hold on us. 

Based on my observation in the last 25 years, the 
worst political failing we farmers have lies in a 
field that strikes closest to home. This is our ten- 
dency to listen to demagogues and, in matters deal- 
ing with government in agriculture, to follow false 
leaders. Thus year after year we vote for farm 
measures which can only spell bankruptcy for family 
farming in the end. Year after year, 5,000,000 of us 
vote to line the pockets of the biggest 350,000 of us 
at the expense of all the rest. Year after year we 
vote to guarantee this small minority a profit for 
creating the surpluses that are the cause of our 
whole farm problem. In election after election we

It is more 
likely to be for lack of intelligent and informed lead- 
ership, for failure to vote wisely and in the wider 
public interest at election time.

from England nearly a century 
ago and was used by American 
pioneers.

urgoo season is now

Old- 
time burgoo eaters scorn a bur- 
goo that’s been cooked only a 
few hours, You start early in 
the morning, add water as it 
needs it, and cook it for hours 
and hours.

Inadvertent Immortality. 

OST of us dream of making 

so lasting an impression on 

our fellow human beings 
that we will be remembered 
long after our passing. Not 
many of us ever achieve this 
high ambition and among those 
who do attain las fame 
there is always a han who 
“sought not fame but had it 
thrust upon them.” So it is with 
the people whose names have 
‘been in our lan- 
guage by becoming common 
nouns and verbs. 

Take Nicolas Chativin, for in- 
stance. He was a gallant soldier 
of Napoleon I, wounded in bat- 
wd and everlastingly devoted to 


few true patriots remaining in 
France after his hero’s exile 
and he was not about ex- 
pressing his contin high re- 
gard for Napoleon. How fronic, 
then, that his excessive zeal in 
behalf of a cause most of his 
fellow countrymen thought was 
lost resulted in his becoming an 
object of ridicule. 

Perhaps, though, Nicolas 
Chauvin has the last laugh for, 
though all those who mocked 
him are long forgotten, his 
name remains a part not only 
of his native French but of 
other languages, including our 
own. So blind and unreasoning 
was this patriot’s devotian to 
the lost imperial cause that the 
word “chauvinism” was coined 
to describe his fanaticism, and 
it remains in our e to- 
day as the one best word to in- 
dicate militant, boastful and 


wholly unreasoning devotion to 


one’s country or race. 

And then there was Thomas 
Bowdler, an editor of high re- 
putation and even higher moral 
principles. Disturbed at what he 
felt were vulgar influences in 
the literature of the late eight- 
eenth and early nineteenth cen- 
turies, he undertook to edit all 
“improper” references from the 


works of William are 
and, in 1818, published “The 
Family Shakespeare.” radi- 


cal and extreme were his meth- 
ods of expurgating the text of 
the Bard’s plays, however, that 
he was ridiculed by his con- 
temporaries and — well-inten- 
tioned though his efforts were— 
he lives in memory only 
through the word “bowdlerize,” 
a decidedly deprecatory syn- 
onym for “expurgate.”

Mix half a teaspoon of 
salt with half a tablespoon of 
vinegar and pour it on the 
watercress and toss it. 

Slice enough avocado to 
serve half of one per person. 
Again make a mixture of half 
a teaspoon of salt and a half 
tablespoon of vinegar and coat 
the avocado. In a third dish 
put sliced grapefruit, four 
slices to a person, and sprinkle 
it with some chopped mint, 
about a tablespoonful, a tea- 
spoon of chopped chives, a half 
teaspoon of sugar and a table- 
spoon of lemon juice. 

Now make a bed of water- 
cress and arrange thereon 
slices of avocado and grape- 
fruit, and sprinkle the works 
with a little paprika. 

A lot of vegetables which you 
have been serving hot all along 
can be made into exeellent cold 
salads. Broccoli, for instance. 
It's an old favorite with the

Cook the broccoli in salted 
water until it's done. Drain it 
and chill it.

HE “crew” coiffure for men is surely ae most spec- 
tacular news in haircuts since the day Samson got his. 
Not that it’s innovation. This habit of freeing the 
brain of all but a minimum of fuzz began long before 
World War II.

The Crew Cut | New Hairdo or Hat Can Give You Lift 


Girls, It Will Help to Step Up Your Morale—Take Plenty of Time Shopping for It

HE best way I know for get- 
ting out of a rut is to have 
a new hairdo. This is a thing 
that every woman needs fre- 
quently, to step up her own 
morale, if for no other reason. 

Now as you know, hair fash- 
ions change almost as often as 
dress fashions, and the people 
who sell these fashions are like- 
ly to try to persuade you to 
buy each one. So a woman has 
to keep firmly in mind the 
o8tyles that are right and wrong 
for her own face, figure and 
needs in order to develop sales 
resistance. 

Not every woman can wear 
a boyish haircut, by the same 
logic that not all women can 
wear shorts. Perhaps I should 
say, rather, that they shouldn't 
wear these styles, if they want 
to look their best. Some women, 
unfortunately, will wear any- 
thing that is in fashion, no mat- 
ter what it does to them. 

Now this is the reason why 
it is so necessary to analyze 
yourself—your good points, your 
bad points and the way you 
want to look—before you choose 
either a new dress or a new 
hair style. 

Your hair style can do won- 
ders for you, if you choose 
wisely. It can make a long face 
look shorter, a fat face look 
thinner, a square face look 
rounder and a round face look 
longer. It can subtract years 
from your age, minimize a bad 
feature, accentuate a good one. 

Your hair is a frame for your 
face, and no matter how 
the face may be, you can ruin 
its effect with the wrong frame. 

Let us consider the different 
proportions of faces, and what 
hairdos can do for them: 

ROUND FACE: Hair should 
be short, sleek at sides, with 
height on top. A slanting part, 
starting at the side and going 
up toward the crown of the 
head, gives illusion of height. 

LONG FACE: A hair style 
that has width at the sides, be- 
ing fluffed out around the ears, 
adds width to a long, narrow 
face. Bangs also conceal a high 
forehead, shorten the propor- 


tions. 

TRIANGULAR FACE: The 
face with wide forehead and 
cheekbones and pointed chin 
needs a hair style that is full at 
the sides, and slightly longer 
than that required by the long 
narrow face. The hair should 
fluff out at the point where the 
jawline starts to narrow. A var- 
iation of the popular page-boy 
bob is good for this kind of 
face. Also the hair should be 
smooth on top, perhaps with a 
center part, so it a the 


be worn sleek at the sides, and 
drawn upward from the ears, 
with a soft lift to the top and 
an off-center part, to give an 
asymmetric effect that will off- 
set squareness. 

PYRAMID FACE: The head 
that seems to go up to a point 
from a wide jawline needs short 
hair, close at the sides, brushed 
up, with soft bangs giving an il- 
lusion of width to the forehead. 

OVAL FACE: This is consid- 
ered the perfectly proportioned 
face that can wear practically 
any hair style beco y. 

SHORT NECK: Hair should 
be kept short and brushed up, 
away from the neckline. 

LONG NECK: Longer hair, 
even a shoulder re —_ 
helps camouflage 
ouflage is needed. I personally 
love the look of a long, grace- 
ful neck.

ERHAPS you do not want to 
conceal the proportions 
your face, but prefer to ac- 
centuate them. 

If you are tall and slender, 
with a long, narrow face, you 
may decide to capitalize on this, 
and accentuate your height. 
You take the bold approach. 
You choose slim, sophisticated 
clothes and wear a sleek hairdo 
that makes you look even taller. 
You do not duck your

look sleek and sophisticated any- 
way, so you might as well under- 
score the fl effect.

It is a good idea to know 
the rules, so you will under- 
stand what effect certain hair 
styles will give, and then use 
them or ignore them as you see 
fit. In the end, after you have 
ge your own type and 

ve learned to achieve the 
effect you want, you'll throw 
the rule book away anyway. 

Any natural tendencies your 
hair may have are better en- 
couraged than suppressed. If 
you have a cowlick, make the 
most of it instead of trying to 
subdue it. Arrange your part

If you can shape your hair 
into the shape you want, and 
for which it was cut, without 
pin curls, so much the better.
